CLOSE CONGESTS AT BAWTBORME. 

Ideal racing weather prevailed at Hawthorne 
yeeterday, bringing ont one of the largest gath> 
•rings of the meeting. A cracking good card of 
seven races was tendered to the patrons of this 
popular cc urse and a better day’s sport conld 
not have been given anywhere. Close finishes 
were the order thrc nghont the afternoon, six of 
the seven races being taken by the closest of 
margins. This was the best day’s racing that 
has been witnessed bereabonts in some time, 
one exciting contest being closely followed by 
another. 

The Antnmn Stakes, a handicap sweepstakes 
for tbree-year-olds and upward, at two miles, 
with $1,000 added, dwindled down at the end 
to a dnel between Barrack and Argregor, the 
former asserting hie supremacy rather handily 
in the closing strides. Fox Bard, on sufferance, 
led for the first mile closely attended by Bar- 
rack, but the latter was rnsbed into the van 
soon after one and a quarter miles had been 
rnn and remained there to the end, winning 
nnder persnesion by a good neck from 
Argregor, which beat the exhausted Kentucky 
Babe three and a half lengths for second place. 
Cobnrn brought Argregor up with a rush iu the 
final eighth, but the winner was just a shade 
too good for him, standicg hie onslanght with 
gamenees and always holding him safe in the 
closing strides, Kentucky Babe made an at- 
tempt to close in on the first two when a fur- 
long ont, but tired when put to the rub and fell 
away beaten from there home. Tammany Chief 
ran his race and had no mishaps. Fox Bard 
died away to a frazzle after a mile and a quar- 
ter had been rnn. There was hardly any action 
in the race until the last quarter had been 
entered, which accounts for the comparatively 
poor time hung np. 

Qeorge Arnold dodged the issue in the fifth 
race, a free handicap purse of $700 for all ages 
at one mile, leaving Csmbrian and Vnlcain to 
fight it ont. Cambrian proved to be the batter 
of the two at the end but Vnlcain would prob- 
ably have outlived him with any kii d of raciog 
luck. In the first place Ccbnrn in trying to 
steal a running start on Vnlcain got tangled np 
in the barrier netting and by the time ha had 
disentangled himself he had his mount two 
lengths bsck of the last horse, and then to 
make matters worse he bumped into Baviland 
at the first turn losing several lengths again. 
He pulled np Vnlcain together with alacrity 
and set sail for Cambrian. By careful nursing 
Vnlcain was gotten within a half length of 
Cambrian in the last sixteenth and then Cobnrn 
and Knight eat down to. ride for all they were 
worth. It was a horse race from there to the 
line, Cambrian finally passing over it a bead in 
the lead, while Vnlcain beat Boney Boy three 
and a half lengths for second place. With an 
equal break Vnlcain would probably have been 
returned the winner, Boney Boy tired badly 
when a furlong ont, just lasting long enough to 
get third place from Senator Beveridge by a 
head. Baviland was almost knocked to bis 
knees by his collision with Vnlcain at the first 
turn. Before he had regained hie stride he was 
at least fifteen lengths bark of Senator Bever- 
idge and was not persevered with afterward. 

Headwater after a number of attempts to 
compensate bis faithful followers finally put 
one over the plate, taking the second race, a 
dash of six furlongs, by the closest of margins 
in a spirited hook np with Money Muss in the 
last eighth. Gonfalon was beaten a length 
for second place, which came with a rush at 
the end, bnt it was too late to be of any advan- 
tage. I 

Rival Dare, who ha* not started in some timel 
took the eeoond race, a dash of six and a ball 



fnrlongs, in a drive by a bead from Banco, 
which beat ont tbe well backed Synia a length 
for second place. 

Amote, a rank outsider in the betting, came 
with an irresistible rash in the last fifty yards 
of tbe day’s opener a dash of five and a half 
fnrlongs for two-year-olds, nipping tbe badly 
ridden Lady Like by a head on tbe post. Blue 
Ridge finished third a length back of Lady 
Like. Oormley, on the latter, lost control of 
her in the last few strides, bis bungling ride at 
this critical point losing her tbe race. Hat 
Mitchell as nsnal showed an abundance of 
speed bnt could not carry it far. 

Nothing bnt Coburn’s energetic finish landed 
Aladdin first by a neck over tbe line in front of 
Stella Perkins in tbe sixth race, a scramble of 
five and one-half furlongs for two-year-olds. 
Aladdin led by a comfortable advantage to tbe 
final sixteenth where Stella Perkins gradually 
closed in on him. She gained on him at every 
stride in the closing struggle bnt could not 
quits get np. Lyebeth finished a poor third 
four lengths away. The time, l:07i, was a 
cracking good race for this class of youngsters. 
Tommy Foster was claimed ont of this race by 
W. Carroll for $900. 

The finale, once around the ring, was taken 
by that good three-year-old of Sam Hildreth’s, 
Bolling Boer. He laid up close to Alfred C' 
and MacGyle to the head of the stretch and 
then came away with a rush when called upon. 
He won as Cobnrn wished by two and a half 
lengths from MacGyle, which beat the rank 
outsider Alfred C. three for second place Star 
Chamber ran an indifferent race. Bag Tag ran 
well for six fnrlongs and then went up into the 
ether. 

The total amount distributed in stakes and 
purses at Hawthorne last week was $19,100.

Some time ago it was announced that William 
C. Whitney intended to send a big string of 
thoroughbreds to England this fall, including 
his noted two-year-olds. Nasturtium, Yankee 
and Blue Girl. Nastnrtinm and Yankee, it was 
stated, would start next year in the Derby and 
Blue Girl in tbe Oaks. Saturday, however, it 
leaked out at the Gravesend track that Mr. 
Whitney bad practically decided not only 
to keep his horses in this country, bnt also 
to break np his extensive stable in England, 

The disqualification of the filly Leonora Loi* 
ing, who defeated Mr. Whitney’s Blue Girl for 
the Great Filly Stakes on Sept, 7 is believed to 
have had mnch to do with Mr. Whitney’s change 
of plane. The fact that Leonora Loring was 
disqualified because of an irregularity in the 
form of her entry led Mr. Whitney to look 
closely into tbe conditions governing tbe two 
English stake events for which his two year- 
olds were all along believed to be eligible. Mr. 
Whitney came to the conclusion that in 
view of the fact that when Blue Girl was 
nominated for tbe Oaks and Yankee for the 
Derby, hie joint ownership with John E. Mad- 
den was not registered with tbe English Jockey 
Club, there might be a qnibble. Rather than

run the chances of winning the Derby with 
Yankee and then have him disqualified because 
of a technical point, or have the same thing 
happen to Blue Girl in the event of her snccese 
in the Oaks, Mr. Whitney determined to run no 
risks. Then again, the fact that there was 
some tangle between A. L. Aste and J. P, Kra- 
ner over the ownership of Nasturtium before 
he was sold to Mr. Whitney for $50,000, is be- 
lieved to have been a further argument 
in favor of keeping the great colt in America. 

It will be recalled that John E. Madden was 
the purchaser of both Yankee and Blue Girl 
when they were yearlings, but it was admitted 
by Mr. Whitney shortly after Yankee won the 
Futurity in the name and colors of Mr. Madden, 
that he was the owner of the majority of the 
interest in Yankee. Later Mr. Whitney bought 
Mr. Madden’e interests in both Yankee and 
Blue Girl, at a price not stated. In the Leonora 
Loring case, the filly was disqualified because 
B. G. Thomas, the nominator of her dam, was 
not the owner at the time of nominating. As 
Yankee and Blue Girl ware nominated by Mr. 
Madden and no mention was made of Mr. 
Whitney’s joint ownership, it was thought by 
the millionaire turfman that there might be 
some hitch. 

An estimate of the value of the horses Mr. 
Whitney intended to race in England has been 
made as follows :

Concerning this matter Mr. Whitney said in 
an interview. 

“ It is true that I intend to withdraw from 
the British turf. I am sorry that this statement 
has been made because it is premature. But 
since it has been made 1 confirm it. It seems 
that some of our friends, who did not know 
that there was anything private in a recent con- 
versation, have talked, and the gossip has gone 
so far that it is necessary to confirm it. 

“Yankee, islue Girl, Nas< urtium and perhaps 
Goldsmith and King Hrnover or whatever 
horses might have been selected to make up the 
rest of the string 1 intends d to send to England 



this fall, will remain at home. My racing stable 
in England will be broken up. 1 shall order the 
good ones in the lot sent home, and those I do 
not care to keep will be sold on the other side. 
I have not decided which ones 1 shall keep and 
which shall be sold, 1 have sent no orders, and, 
indeed, this whole change of plans has coma 
within the last few days, 

“The English rule in regard to the entries is 
very strict. It is much more rigidly enforced 
than it is in this country, and, while my part- 
nership arrangements with other owners is well 
understood by the racing authorities here and 
show in the records, I am fearful that they are 
not on the other side. 

“I should not care to carry off the honors to 
which I believe my horses are entitled and are 
able to gain on the English tracks and then 
have my entries questioned and the honors 
clouded by a technicality. I have written a 
full explanation of my position to the author- 
ities in England and had not intended to an- 
nounce my decision until I bad received a reply. 

“1 have not fully developed my new plans and 
I cannot say absolutely that I will not again 
race in England, but my hopes and plans for 
the American turf, especially the Saratoga 
track, are well known. 1 have decided not to 
send my horses abroad and to break up my 
stable in England, but I have some engage- 
ments there for the future wbioi\ I may decide 
to fulfill. They are too far in advance for me to 
undertake a decision concerning them at pres- 
ent. My plane have been entirely changed and 
1 have not considered them with enough care 
for me to announce in detail just what 1 shall 
do.” 

Mr. Whitney’s decision is of great importance 
to the American turf, and as one result it is 
more than probable that we shaU see his cracka 
at Washington Park next year. From a finan- 
cial standpoint the American Darby of 1902 will 
equal the Epsom Derby, and it is quite in the 
range of probabilities that with Yankee, Nas* 
turtium and Gtoldsmith he will try to succeed 
in the task that has brought discomfiture to so 
many of New York’s leading turfmen in yeara 
past. It is our gain that his formidable stable, 
reinforced by the best he now has in England, 
will be raced over American raceconraes instead 
of being sent across the ocean to contend for 
the honors of the English tnrf .
